The FHA market analyst’s re- | 
port disclosed that out of ap- 
proximately 32,400 private resi- | 
dences and apartments currently 
receiving city and rural delivery 
service in the Palo Alto-Menlo 
Park-Atherton area, 805 dweil- 
ing units—or 2.5 per cent— 
were Vacant on the date of the 
survey. In addition, 615 dwelling 
units of all types were reported 
by letter carriers to be current- 
ly under construction in the area

“The principal purpose of this 
joint survey by the Post Office 
Department and the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration,” said FHA Di- 
rector Belda, “is to make avail- 
able the facts with respect to the 
current inventory position of the 
housing market in the Palo Alto- 
Menlo Park-Atherton area.

SHINING-FACED TOWN 


The little boy behind the dirty face may be the nicest 
little boy in town — but only his family will know it. When 
his face is scrubbed and shining, even strangers may recog- 
nize him as an outstanding member of his generation. 

We members of the Menlo Park family know our area is the 
best in the world when it comes to pleasant living, but how are 
strangers to know when our face is so dirty? 

Our area’s face — its streets, sidewalks, vacant lots and parking 
plazas — have a way of collecting debris that rivals the pockets 
of any dirty-faced small boy. Gum and candy wrappers, paper 
handkerchiefs and paper napkins — general litter of all sorts— 
constitute a constant and obvious eyesore that obscures the natural 
beauty of our community. 

Add to this the fact that the advancing spring season soon 
will call forth on the open road an increasing number of urban 
residents, who will bring with them —and leave behind — their 
beer cans, picnic bags, and cigarette packages. Nor will the city- 
dwellers be the only ones at fault in this. You and I, too, soon 
will be driving off on Sunday trips in the “back country,” and 
the mess we leave along the roads is just as messy as that left by 
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“outsiders.” 

The sum of littered highways leading here, plus littered 
streets when he arrives, can hide much of Menlo Park's desir- 
ability from the eyes of the casual visitor, as well as being 
offensive to those of us who live here. 

It’s worth doing something about, but what to do? The city 
has placed trash cans at strategic points — and litter still accumu- 
lates in the gutters and on the sidewalks within reach of the cans. 
Menlo-Atherton’s Block S society has made periodic cleanup drives 
in the area of the high school. 

We are glad to see that the city, in its annual war on weeds 
in vacant lots, has decided that rubbish hinders removal of the 
weeds and so will conduct a cleanup campaign in conjunction 
with its regular discing operations. And we heartily agree with 
efforts of the Menlo-Atherton Garden club to bring the matter to 
public attention and encourage motorists to carry paper bags for 
rubbish in their cars. 

None of these efforts, however, will do more than cause a 
temporary improvement unless every area resident does his part. 
Each of us‘has a personal stake in the attractiveness of our com- 
munity. A cleaner town will be more pleasant for us who live 
here. And the more others realize the desirability of living here, 
the more pressure there will be maintaining property values. 

Let’s all do that we can to make this the cleanest — as well 
as the most naturally pleasant — place to live in California. 

Don't drop it on the sidewalk; use that trash can! 

Don't throw it on the roadside; use that paper bag!

OBVIOUS MOVE 


An amendment to state law, originated by the city councils 
of Menlo Park and Atherton, to permit formation of joint city-and- 
county drainage districts should receive prompt action in the 
present legislative session. 

In a small way, the measure points to the larger need for 
statewide planning on water and flood control projects. 

There is something in the picture of San Diego, planning to 
go all the way to the Feather river for water, that points up the 
patchwork nature of California’s water planning to date. 

Certainly a similar inefficient and uneconomical patchwork 
on a smaller scale would be the only result if Atherton, Menlo 
Park and unincorporated areas, sharing a single drainage basin, 
should attempt to solve their flood problems individually.

Meat Control 
Law Adopted 
In Menlo Park 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community:

To Peninsula’s Skyline

The rapid transit system re- 
commended by the Bay Area Rap- 
id ‘Transit commission is one de- 
signed to induce users of passen- 
ger automobiles to leave their car's 
at home and patronize the transit 
system instead. Therefore, it must 
offer speed, comfort and conveni- 
ence. 

In order to atcain speed, the 
system must operate on a pri- 
vate right-of-way so that it will 
suffer no delays as a result of 
traffic flow from other sources. 

In some areas it will be feasible 
to have the system running at 
ground level in the same manner 
as the railroads, but in the main, 
it will be necessary to elevate the 
rails (or put them in a subway) 
in order to avoid cross traffic. 

There are two basic types of 
transportation which would an- 
swer the requirements. One is the 
supported system, or elevated 
railway, whereby the tracks are 
for the commission, either sys-

but its builders (Monorail, Inc.) | 
claim it can attain a maximum} 
speed of 100 miles per hour, op- | 
erate at a cost far less than any 
other known system, and be in- 
stalled at a cost of only $700,000 
per mile for a double-track sys- | 
tem. 

News reports stated that at the 
opening demonstration, the speed | 
was for the most part held to} 
about five miles per hour. |

A landseape architect is train 
ed to design a basic pattern for a 
garden. He knows the proper re 
lationships of patios, fences, house 
and plants. When his design is 
laid out on a lot, it can be hand- 
some without any planting at all. 
Besides its being beautiful, you 
also end up with a useful lot: a 
patio in a warm corner, a view for 
the picture window, a utility yard 
screened from the public, a place 
where children can dig. This is a 
far cry from the usual design—a 
string of shrubs across the front

The new style of landseaping is 
informal and naturalistic. This 
type of planting can look very 
unless there are 
clearly defined areas and clean 
lines.
